Occupations tuberculosis patients reported the 
California State Department Public Health 1942 
indicate that the greatest number, 1,192, was house- 
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wives, with laborers unspecified industries second, 
with 831 cases reported. The third group most com- 
monly infected with tuberculosis was operatives and 
kindred unspecified workers industries, among whom 
731 cases were reported. Miscellaneous 
including retired persons, those preschool age, and 
those with totaled 657 cases. There were 
599 cases among students, excluding nursing and medi- 
students. Five hundred ninety-six cases were re- 
ported among sales and kindred workers, and 
450 cases among service workers, such practical 
nurses, midwives, waiters, attendants hospitals, and 
forth. 


Tuberculosis Length Residence 


1942, 81.8 per cent tuberculosis cases reported 
were individuals who had been California four 
years and more; 2.98 per cent for three 3.07 per 
cent for two years 3.81 per cent for one year; and 8.34 
per cent for less than one year.

Most eases tuberculosis reported California

CONNECTICUT AND CALIFORNIA FIND 
DISEASE TEXAS 


Yes, Connecticut and California have found disease 
Texas. Also may the first time that this par- 
ticular disease was known present Texas. This 
important discovery did not require anyone from either 
Connecticut California visit Texas, but merely 
resulted from routine investigations made California 
and Connecticut. While investigations have been 
under way for year so, the event that led the 
discovery had its origin November, 1943. 


PSITTACOSIS THE DISEASE 


The name ‘‘psittacosis’’ given the disease be- 
eause the virus which causes often carried birds 
the psittacine family, including parrots and parra- 
keets. These birds may carriers the virus which 
causes the disease for long periods time without 
showing symptoms. Persons who come contact with 
infected birds may become infected and suffer from the 
disease known psittacosis, which virus disease 
and often has symptoms similar those pneumonia. 
The disease has been brought this Country the 
past parrots and other psittacine birds shipped 
and distributed pets. More recently the disease has 
been spread this Country largely shipment 
parrakeets. 


HOW THE DISCOVERY WAS MADE 


November 1943, two parrakeets were shipped 
from place Texas railway express destina- 
tion Connecticut where they arrived November 15th. 
One the birds died soon after arrival. They were 
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picked November 16th, the bird then living was 
chloroformed and the bodies the two birds were 
shipped air mail Dr. Meyer the Hooper 
Foundation Medical Center San Francisco, Califor- 
nia, for examination discover the virus psittacosis, 
Upon the bodies the two parrakeets, Dr. 
Meyer reported that the spleens the two birds were 
very large, strongly suggesting that there may 
psittacosis virus present. Further study was necessary 
produce conclusive evidence and this requires con- 
siderable time for completion. January 1944, 
preliminary report was indicating that least 
one the birds probably contained the virus psitta- 
and January 7th report was received the 
effect that one the birds had been proven positive for 
the psittacosis virus. Further studies were required 
the other bird before final report could made. 


LUCKY MOTHER SOLDIER 


These parrakeets were sent soldier stationed 
training field Texas his mother Connecticut. 
The mother lucky that the birds were intercepted 
before reaching her, otherwise she some other mem- 
ber her family might have contracted psittacosis 
which often fatal. The State Sanitary Code has 
regulation which forbids the importation, sale giving 
away such birds this State. this regulation 
which makes possible for representatives the State 
Department Health pick psittacine birds 
shipped into the State illegally and have them tested 
for psittacosis virus. 


OTHER ILLEGAL SHIPMENTS 


During the year preceding the arrival these 
infected birds, there had been four other illegal ship- 
ments parrakeets into Connecticut. The dates 
arrival for the illegal shipments were December 23, 
1942, July 1943, August 11, 1943, and September 
1943. Three these four shipments had been made 
from Texas and the other from the District Colum- 
bia. Not only were these shipments made violation 
the Connecticut Sanitary Code, but all them were 
made violation the interstate quarantine regula- 
tions which require certificate from the State health 
authority the point shipment. Also, some the 
birds were immature and violation the Federal 
regulations ship immature birds from one State 
another. effort preclude further illegal ship- 
ments parrakeets its facility, the railway express 
agency has recently issued traffic department 
giving detailed information their agents regard 
the legal requirements for the acceptance birds 
the psittacine family for shipment from one State 
another.

that health officers redouble their efforts secure 
immunization all children. Special attention should 
paid the infant and preschool child. Also, physi- 
cians should advised take nose and throat cultures 
suspected cases but unless laboratory report can 
obtained within few hours, they should advised 
administer antitoxin immediately and not wait for 
the laboratory report.

1942 and 1,167 1943, producing increase 32.3% 
1943 over 1942. 

Some the increase has undoubtedly been due 
influx families war industry areas.
